Neither Did He Compare Soldiers 
Washington 
With 
Those 
of 
Mexico— Tells Just What 
He Did Say. 


New A ork, Oct. 
28.—Secretary of 
W ar Baker has replied to republican 
charges in connection with his recent 
speech in Jersey City, which has been 
made the subject of protest and de­ 
mands for his resignation by members 
of patriotic societies. 
*‘I cannot give the exact words of j 
my Jersey- City address, 
as 
I 
had 
neither manuscript nor 
notes,” 
says 
tile secretary’ of war in a letter written 
from Rock Island, 111., October 24, and 
given out by the democratic national 
committee. 
“Neither have I seen in 
any complete form just what I am re­ 
ported to have said; but the substance 
and spirit of what I did say I can 
easily reproduce. 
“I started by describing the condi­ 
tion of Mexico, under Diaz, the destitu­ 
tion aud misery of the people, the rev­ 
olution headed by Madero and its suc­ 
cess. 
I then described Madero’s as­ 
sassination, the part played by Huerta, 
the refusal of the United States to 
recognize Huerta and his ultimate dis­ 
appearance as a factor in the revolu­ 
tion. 
“J then turned to the present condi­ 
tion of affairs in Mexico, and asked 
whether they justified intervention on 
any 
truly 
American theory. 
I de­ 
scribed their revolution as incomplete 
and asked what would have become 
of our own revolution of 1776-1789 if 
some foreign power had become tired 
of the unsettled condition of our coun­ 
try and had intervened to establish its 
theory of government instead of allow­ 
ing our fathers to establish our liber­ 
ties and* give to the world the first 
real free government in history. 
“I then rem arked that a revolution 
is always a grave m atter and attend­ 
ed by conditions of disorder, that men 
fighting for freedom and inspired by 
>ts great ideals have to battle against 
an established order, and until they 
succeed conditions are upset. 
I said, 
for instance, we say of the Mexican 
revolutionists that they are not al­ 
ways 
uniformed 
soldiers. 
W ashing­ 
ton’s army, as it retreated to Valley 
Forge, was scarcely clad; it was un­ 
paid, unclothed and unfed, but it per­ 
sisted through every hardship to its 
great mission. 
“I said we complain of Mexico that 
property rights are not 
always 
re­ 
spected and said that among us to 
some extent that was no doubt true, as 
the so-called loyalists who adhered to 
the cause of King George, even the 
ministers of the churches, were driven 
out and their property devoted to tile 
revolution. 
I said it 
is 
complained 
that iii the present state of affairs that 
Mexico can not pay her debts, and 
said that neither could we until after 
the establishment of a stable govern­ 
ment. 
Iii 1789 we inaugurated a prop- 
< r financial system. 
“With these premises I urged that a 
people who had won freedom through 
J marvelous courage and steadfastness 
I in the face of every peril, difficulty 
j aud discouragement should have sym­ 
pathy with any other people struggling 
tor freedom, and should apply the prin­ 
ciple of our own declaration of inde­ 
pendence and alter and establish her 
government as her people want it. 
“I said of Washington that he was 
undoubtedly one of the greatest men 
who ever lived aqd that no great event 
iii history ever depended entirely on 
one man as did the American revolu­ 
tion. 
Of his soldiers I said they were 
(he brave founders of our liberties and 
v c iiiusf be as brave in maintaining 
them and as generous 
in 
extending 
the principles 
they 
established 
to 
struggling people, everywhere. 
“I did not 
compare 
W ashington’s 
.soldiers to Villa or to any Mexican 
bandits whatever. 
I did not say that 
W ashington’s soldiers stole anything 
or 
that 
they

churches to buy drink or for any othei 
purpose.

“I did not refer 
to 
W ashington’s 
soldiers as ‘bad characters,’ or com­ 
pare them with Mexicans in any par­ 
ticular, but on Die contrary referred 
to them as different iii training, race 
and ideals from the Mexican people. 
“I did not refer to anybody’s char­ 
acter or accuse anybody, American or 
Mexican,

Chicago and Uui£ui21clals are m ak­ 
ing a determined effort 
to 
prevent 
shippers of coal in system cars from 
reconsigning the fuel, a fter reaching 
Chicago, to the eastern seaboard, says 
a Bloomington dispatch of the 26th. 
For the first tim e in the history of 
the bituminous 
industry 
shipments 
are being made from the mines of 
C entral Illinois to the eastern states. 
In a lesser degree shipments are 
being made to gulf ports, and these 
are also being fought by the Alton. 
T h e m anagem ent is 
experiencing 
a 
repetition of the fam ine in box cars 
created 
by the congestion 
of thou­ 
sands of cars at eastern ports awaiting 
the arrival of transports abroad. 
T h is famine, which has greatly re­ 
tarded Hie movement of grain from the 
middle states since last spring, prom­ 
ises to be repeated with the move­ 
ment of coal cars to the 
east 
and 
south. 
It 
is feared by the Alton officials 
t fiat the cars consigned to the raid 
and south will not be back until late 
in the winter, creating a shortage of 
fuel for points in the middle states 
which m ay prove calam itous during 
the middle of the w inter when the 
demand is at its height. 
Even this 
early in the season the Alton is un­ 
able to provide sufficient cars to keep 
Hie m ines along Hie fully occupied.

It is only by driblets that the first 
figures come in but 
once 
the ava­ 
lanche is started there is no let up 
to the lick of the telegraph sounders, 
and a swarm of the colored blanks is 
kept f1\ing from the receiving opera­ 
tors to the tabulators. The figures are 
first entered by the tabulators and 
passed along to the designated chief 
w ho keeps a “doomsday book,” show­ 
ing the running total 
of 
the 
vote 
throughout the night. 
Every fifteen 
minutes the business of tabulation is 
punctuated by the issue of a bulletin 
on New* York state, which is rushed 
to the leased trunk wires of the As­ 
sociated Press—and over these main 
arteries 
and 
secondary ones—some 
47,000 miles of them, some eighty dif­ 
ferent circuits, 
the ' news circulates, 
keeping all 
of 
the 
940 
new spaper 
members of the association posted on 
how’ the country is going. 
The form 
of 
these 
bulletins 
is 
known to thousands who have seen 
’hem flashed on the election screens: 
“506 election districts out of 5,700 in 
New’ York state, for president, give: 
Wilson ------ , Hughes ------.” 
So. district by district, th ese bulle­ 
tins grow' until it looks so certain to 
some of the experts that one paper 
or another will 
concede somebody’s 
election. 
But 
the Associated P ress 
concedes nothing. It must know. 
System Had a Severe Test. 
In tile year of the Odell-Coler fight 
for governor in New’ 
York, 
in 1900, 
its system had a severe test. Poler 
ran up a big vote in New York city, 
and the heavy vote up-state was over­ 
looked by many 
of 
the newspapers 
which conceded Coler’s election. The 
Associated Press, in the midst of this 
confusion, was led to wonder if its 
figures were right. The general m an­ 
ager had an abiding confidence in his 
men and figures, but in the face of 
•oncessions that some of the papers 
were 
making 
of 
Coler’s 
election, 
something must he done to check the 
matter. He ordered a re-count. 
The 
system provided 
for 
just such an 
emergency and this Odell-Coler year 
is the onlv time it has ever been call­ 
ed into play. 
All of the county re- 
‘urns, after being tabulated, are hung 
on a large rack of hooks, classified by 
counties, where they are immediately 
mailable for re-count. Off the hooks 
eanie these 
hundreds 
of 
telegram s 
and in just fifteen minutes* time the 
entire state vote was re-counted. The 
head tabulator, forgetting for the mo­ 
ment that he was in a newspaper of 
flee instead of his 
bank, exclaimed. 
“Mr. Stone, we check 
to a penny!” 
The re-count tallied exactly with the 
figures the Associated Press had pre­ 
viously given 
out. 
and 
the 
papers 
which, independently of the Associat­ 
ed Press figures, had conceded Co 
ler’s election had eventually to admit 
their error. 
Figures Seldom Questioned. 
The accuracy 
of 
the 
Assaciated 
Press figures has seldom since beer* 
questioned. 
In 
connection with the

Columbia, Mo., Oct. 28 —During the 
past month inquiries have been re* 
cejvod from certain parts or the state 
I elative to 
a

befile that has been ruining the win­ 
ter w heat quite extensively. 
Upon 
exam ination of the specimens sub­ 
mitted, the insect pest has been iden­ 
tified as one which has never before 
been known to attack wheat in dam ­ 
aging numbers. 
The insect is the so­ 
called W estern Cabbage Flea Beetle. 
I It gets the name of “flea beetle” due 
to its habits of jum ping like a flea 
wrhen it is disturbed. 
There are many kinds of these m in­ 
ute insects, some being striped, oth­ 
ers are uniform in color. 
Some are 
known to attack cabbage and allied 
plants, such as radish, wild mustard, 
turnip, kale, etc., while others feed 
upon potato, tobacco, 
tomato, 
bull 
nettle, and still others attack certain 
grasses and many of our garden veg­ 
etables. 
The w’estern cabbage flea beetle, as 
its name implies, is almost always a 
cabbage feeder and is quite common 
from the Dakotas southward to Mex­ 
ico and w estward to California. Due 
to certain climatic 
conditions, 
the 
pest may, however, feed upon other 
plants. 
More than likely the recent 
heavy frosts, having wilted the leaves 
q tho common food 
plants, 
have 
aused many of the flea beetles to 
forsake their most desired food plants 
and to subsist upon any green succu­ 
lent food, such 
as 
growing 
wiieat, 
grasses, etc. 
Undoubtedly this is the 
cause for the new* habits seemingly 
cqflired by this 
insignificant 
little 
beetle. 
The small beetles are a deep olive 
,rreen or metallic black 
color 
and 
m easure about tw’O 
millimeters, 
oi 
about .07 of an inch, long. The larvae 
of all these flea beetles injure the 
"oots, or in certain cases the leaves, 
*>f the host nlants. 
The damage done 
in 'bis way is not very great, for most 
af them in their larval or im m ature 
stage work on the roots of weeds and 
grasses. 
In the adult or beetle stage 
however, they do great damage a* 
Mmes, as recently shown in a number 
of letters of inquiry.
